Claims 1-7 and 16-22 have been 
canceled by Applicant.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 31-44, are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 31 and 38, are allowable in view of the decisions made by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) that the prior art on record or that encountered 
in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of instant 
invention - "a lock management system with method to grant a requester for a lock of 
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the claimed second resource" in a combination with all the limitations as claimed by 
applicant. 

Claims 32-38 and 39-44 dependent on claims 31 and 38 respectively, hence, are 
allowable.
